MEMORANDUM FOR THE CHIEF, PIANS 



SUBJECT: Project AMODTNAMIC (Renewal) 



1, The FI purpose of Project AERODTNAMIC is to exploit the anti -Soviet 
Ukrainian resistance grovjps (UHVR, UFA, ZPUHVR and the CON/b) in Westera 
Europe for intelligence purposes. The pacific FI objectives are the train- 
ing and dispatch of agents into llie Soviet Ukraine to procure operational, 
document and positive intelligence, and to establish a sound UHTO-CIA working 
relationship both in and outside the target area through the ZPUHVR. 

2. Project AERODTNAMIC was originally approved on 31 June 1951 as a 
joint FI-PP operation. To date, the project has been successful in dispatch- 
ing agents into the Ukrainian SSR and has established w/T contact with two 
of the agents dispatched. The field of intelligence procurement has been 
limited to situation reports and a few it®as of railitaiy iiq)ortance. Three 
SODB's have been disseminated. 



3. Present plans call for the continued training of three agents, recruit- 
ment and training of three additional agents and the utilization of one agent 
potter in Western Europe. Agent training is being transferred from Germany 
to the DOB. Detailed Commo and Logistical annexes are attached to the project 
outline.

IROJECT AERODYNAMIC 



1, Area of Operatioixs 

Ukrainian SSR 

2^, Purpose 

The purpose of Project AERODYNAMIC is to provide for the ex- 
pl-oitobion and expansion of the anti-Soviet Ukrainian resistance 
movement for cold war and hot war purposes. Such groups as the Uk- 
raiiiian Supreme Goxuicil of liberation (UHVR) and its Ukrainian In- 
surgent Army (UFA), the Foreign Representation of the Ukrainian 
Supreme Council of liberation (ZPUHVR) in Western Europe and the 
Itaited States, and other organizations such as OUN/B will be uti- 
lized. 

3^, Background 

A, Project AERODINAMIC is a Joint FI-PP project and was last 
approved 3 November 19^2 for the operating period ending 30 June 
1953* To date, the project has been successful in dispatching agents 
into the Ukrainian SSR and has established V/T contact with two of 
those dispatched. In the field of intelligence procurement the 
"take" has been limited to sitiiation reports and a few items of mi- 
litary importance. Three SODB's have been published for dissemina- 
tion of the information received during FT 19^3* 

B. According to the latest (December 1952) information re- 
ceived from the Ifeadquarters of the Resistance Movement, ZPUHVR is 
the only representative organization officially recognized by the 
Undergrotmd for: 

1) Negotiations with foreign powers. 

2) Coordination of activities in sufport of Homeland 
resistance . 

G. It is anticipated that successful contact with the Under- 
ground resistance Headquarters will be established in the near 
future and CIA will then have toe latest information re UHVR-CIA 
relationship and support requirements of the resistance movement. 

h» Objectives 

A. Training of agents to strengthen the existing W/T links 
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to further the FI mission in the Ukrainian SSR and to solidify the 
assets in the Underground. 

B. Obtain operational and positive intelligence on targets in 
the target area. 

C. Establish a sound working^with the intelligence service 
(SB) ^of the Organization of Ukrainian Nationalists (OUN), the prin- 
cipil^ Underground party suboi*dinate to thej^R within the Ukraine, 
and to provide access to the positive intelB^ence and CE informa- 
tion produced by the organization. 

Tasks 

I* 

A. Training, briefing and dispatch of agents. 

B. Maintenance of communications with agents dispatched and 
the Ukrainian Resistance Hovei^nt. 

C. Establishment of a cadre program which would provide a 
continuing source of highly-qualified recruits. 

D. Phase agent training from Germany to Domestic Operations 
Breuich. 

E. Provide stpport through air drop operations which would 
enable the resistance to expand its organization and potential for 
FI-type clandestine activities. 

F. Bring out of the Ukraine documents and certain key resis- 
tance personnel. 

6. laplementation 



A. Personnel 

1) One of the Political Action graduates is belxig utilized 
as a spotter and recruiter in Western Europe. 

2) Three agents are still undergoing training and it is 
expected that three additional agents will be recruited 
for FT 19^k operations. 

3) The number of hoixsekeeping personnel will depend on 
the phasing of training from Germany to the United 
States . 
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B. Caver 

1) S-taff — FI field persoimel in Germany operate under 
Department of An^y civilian cover and represent them- 
selves to the members of the resistance movement there 
as being the American Intelligence Service. 

S') .%ents — The members of the ZPUHVR are known as mem- 
bers of that organization. 

The cover of agents being infiltrated into 
the Ukraine will vary with operational circumstances 
and requirements . 

C. Communications 

l) U.Si. — either direct, clandestine, meetings between 
Case Officers and ZPUHVE personnel, or use of courier 
for routine matters. 

2:) Oezmany — same as Paragraph C-1 idsove. 

3) Ukrainian SSB 

a) Two-way W/T 

b) S/V: via international postal channels. 

c) Clandestine airborne and overland conrlers. 

D. Equipment 

. Usual equipment for preparation and dispatch of agents by 
air or sea. This Includes communications, clothing, parachute and 
other technical and non-teohnical items . 

7. Coordination 

A. liaison with the Air Force to determine the feasibility 

of air drops as needed and lay on training program of crew, procure- 
ment of and servicing of the aircraft, diy run flight, etc. 

B. Other departments and agencies of the United States such 
as State Depaitment, Department of the Army, etc. At no time will 
this coordination con5>romise precise operational timetables, exact 
locations, or Identities of agent personnel.

9. Evaluation 

The activities under Project AERODYNAMIC will be continually 
reviewed and appraised by Headq.uarters and Field PI Case Officers 
to insure the continued accomplishment of the project objectives, 

10. Financial 

It is requested that the PI portion of Project AERODYNAMIC be 
renewed for the period 1 July 1953 through 30 June 1954, at an esti- 
mated cost of $72,500. The PI portion of Project AERODYNAMIC was 
last approved 3 November 1962 to cover activities 1 Jtily 1952 through 
30 June 1953.

I - INTRODUCTION
